TRIAL TUESDAY 


New York, Jan. 27.—({Special.]—The 
United States navy trial board will 
convene on Jan. ‘30 at Tacoma, Wash., 
to supervise the official preliminary 
trials of the scout cruiser Omaha, 
highest powered vessel ever built for 
the navy and highest pewered vessel, 
for its size, in the world. 

Although of but 7,500 displacement 
tons, the Omaha is fitted with four 
huge turbines that will develop a 
total of 90,000 horsepower and drive 
her at 35 knots, or 42 statute miles an 
hour. The turbines of the Majestic, | 
the largest steamship in the world, . 
develop 100,000 horsepower, but the 
Majestic is nine times larger than the

JURY LOCKED UP 


Two Co-defendants. 


After more than. six hours of deliber- 
ation, during which ,several jurors en- 
gaged in heated arguments, the jury 
‘trying William H. H. Miller, former

| under Gov. Small, and two co-defen- 
ants was ordered to bed by Judge Oscar 
Hebel in Criminal court late last night. 

Reports current in the courtroom a 
short time before the jury retired for 
the night had the jurors questioning 
the guilt of the two co-defendants, K. A.

Odeon Bourque. The question of 
Miller’s guilt was said to have been set- 
tled, according to rumors. 

Hear Loud Voices.

Meanwhile, the three defendants sat 
quietly in the rear of the courtroom. 
Miller engaged in conversation with 
a number of the spectators who stayed 
to see the outcome of the trial which 
has been in progress for nearly two 
weeks. Occasionally he would get up 
to take a drink of water. 

As time wore on, however, and 
there was no word from the jury, Mil- 
ler became nervous. pacing about the 
room until Judge Hebel ordered the 
jury to bed. 

Counsel Leaves Court. 

Attorney Lloyd Heth, chief of coun- 
sel for Miller and Fries, returned to 
the eourt before 8 o’clock. He left 
soon after, dpparently believing there 
would be no verdict until after a pro- 
tracted session. Assistant State's At- 
torney Milton D. Smith remained on 
watch in Judge Hebel’s chambers. 

At 10:30 o’clock Judge Hebel ap- 
peared and hearing the jury/ had 
reached no Agreement, announced he 
would be ready for a verdict at 10:30 
this morning and ordered the jurors to 
retire,

First Complaint Withdrawn. 


Instituting general proceedings 
against the tripartite merger, the com- 
mission gave notice that its earlier 
complaint, issued after the Bethlehem 
and Lackawana companies had com- 
pleted a consolidation last April and 
directed against them alone, would be 
withdrawn. 

By the agreement announced Nov. 
24 the Bethlehem company, already en- 
larged by acquisition of the Lacka- 
wanna, proposed to acquire control of 
the Midvale properties, and the com- 
plaint charged this agreement was now 
being carried into effect. Under it 
the Bethlehem’ company intends tc 
issue $97,650,000, par value, of new 
stock, which would go to Midvale stock- 
holders. 

The Bethlehem company, after the 
consolidation, would be the next to the 
United States Steel corporation, the 
largest steel producer in the United 
States, with common etock aggregat- 
ing $180,250,000 at par, preferred of 
$62,000,000, and bonded debt of $213,- 
500,000. 

Specific Charges Made. 


‘ Specifically, the complaint charged 
that the merger plans, projected or car- 
ried out, would result In “ potential or 
actual competition existing in and be- 
tween the séveral respondents being 
substantially lessened, if not wholly 
eliminated,” and consequent violation 
of both the Clayton and federal trade 
commission acts. 

Under the merger plan the Bethle- 
hem Steel corporation will become a 
great holding company, the commission 
said in a statement describing the sit- 
vation against which its complaint is 
directed, controlling three separate and 
integrated steel enterprises, each one 
capable of turning out finished steel 
products from raw materials. 


Three Control Industry.

OUT OF POLITICS. 
[Du Page County Weekly News Digest.] 

A movement has been started, with a big meeting 
in Chicago, and will gain momentum very rapidly, to 
sever the matter of building and maintaining good 
roads from politics. And it is a mighty good move, 
in our estimation. Good roads in this country are 
inevitable. They simply must, in the line of progress, 
be built, and they must be maintained, if the state of 
Illinois is to be one of the greatest states in achieve- 
ment in the Union. It is quite true that the governor 
is to be commended for his interest in good roads, 
even though it was done to attain political preferment. 
We get the good roads, no matter what the reason 
for having them built. 

But the matter of good roads is not a political.one; 
it is an economic problem, and must be met regard- 
less of politics.. Ne political faction is building these 
roads; no political faction is paying for them: the 
whole taxpaying population of the state, Democratic 
and Republican alike, is paying the bills. And when 
Iilinois was years behind most other states in the 
matter of building good roads, it was a perfectly nat- 
ural sequence that they had to come, just as other 
progressive things had to come. There is no reason 
why political preferment should be given because some 
official advocates good roads; we all want good roads 
and are willing to pay for them. 

There is no reason why Senator Barr and Gov. 
Small should be re@lected because they are in favor 
of good roads. Why, we will be building good roads 
long after the senator and governor haye passed to 
the political scrap heap. Every candidate hereafter 
will have good roads on his platform.

THE COST OF COAL. 


Chicago, Jan. 19.—We have heard and 
read a great deal, pro and con, about 
the coal business and I notice that most 
of the criticism of both operator and 
miner comes from swivel chair editorial 
writers. These same critics know as 
much about a coal mine as I do about 
Europe. 


Also, for example, the very people who 
complain about the price they pay for 
the comfort derived from coa) will 
cheerfully pay the box office $3.30 and 
$4.40 to sit through a poor show. They 
could see the same thing at a burlesque 
theater for 55 cents I fail to see the 
logic in that. 

In arriving at a price per ton at the 
mine, the operator must take into ac- 
count every item.of cost, the same as 
any manufacturer does. The operator is 
up against a problem that few producers 
have to contend with. That is the large 
percentage of chances and the uncer- 
tainty of the condition of his raw ma- 
terial, which is hidden 200 to 600 feet 
underground. He may lose an entire 
| section of a mine through a fault in the 
strata. 

While I never dug or loaded a pound of 
coal, my work requires that I frequently 
go into mine workings, and from per- 
sonal observation and knowledge will 
say that a coal digger earns every nickel 
he gets—and then some.

The federal trade commission has 1,469 
feet, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion 1,159 feet and the Emergency Fleet 
corporation has 447 feet, 

The district office of the United Vet- 
erans’ bureau has 111,547 more square 
feet, and the United States railway 
labor board rents 14,460 square feet. 
The space now occupied by the above 
offices in rented quarters totals only 
167,298 square feet, about ‘one-fourth 
of the aggregate leased space of the 
government in Chicago. This space 
costs $220,231 a year.

The ZR-1 is a companion ship of the 
R-34, which flew across the Atlantic 
ocean and back. The R-84 and two or 
three Zeppelins built during the war 
were the only other airships in the 
. world that compare with it in size. | 

The feature of the rigid type of ship 
that distinguishes it from the semi- 
rigtd, or non-rigid, is the great cigar 
shaped rigid metal framework into 
which the helium-filled gas containers 
are installed. 

Instead of a single ballodn there will 
be twenty in the ZR-1, a series of —_— 
each of them resembling @ great roun 
¢heese in shape. It is as if the cigar 
shaped bag has been neatly sliced with 
a giant knife in segments twenty to 
forty feet wide. | 

Safer Against Foes’ Guns. 

The purpose of building the bag in 
compartments rather than as a single 
unit is, of course, that several of these 
compartments could be destroyed by 
anti-aircraft shell or otherwise, and 
the rest would still be able to sustain 
the weight of the ship. 

There are twenty of these gas cells, 
but sixteen extra cells, or spares, well 
built. Contract for these bags was 
given two years ago and the comple- 
tion of the thirty-sixth bag was an- 
nounced by blowing the factory whis- 
tles. The largest ones have a diameter 
of eighty feet. : 

: How Bags Are Made. 

_ The bags were made of gold beater 
skin, the first time this process has 
been used in this country in airship 
work. Gold beater skin is a small 
section of the intestines of a steer, 
very light, tough, and impervious to 
gas and air. This skin is laid by hand 
on a light grade gf rubberized balloon 
fabric and varnished. To get a suffi- 
cient amount of this skin for the ship 
required the anatomy of 1,600,000 
cattle. 

Most of these were obtained from 
the big packing houses in Chicago] 
although some came from South 
America. 

The ZR-1 will be 680 feet long with a 
speed of seventy miles per hour a lift 

of sixty tons and a cruising radius of 
5,000 miles. It will carry a crew of 
twenty-six men and could carry 100 
passengers.

An idta of the ship’s size\may be 
gained from the fact that the ordinary 
rigid ship usually carries 180,000 to 
200,000 cubic feet of gas, while a free 
balloon may have not more than 35,000 
cubic feet.. 

The navy department expects to 
launch the ZR-1 in July.

Press.]—Jess Willard and Luis 
Firpo, the South American 
giant, are the two opponents 
that Tex Rickard hae picked for Jack 
Dempsey’'s attention this year. 

Rickard admitted several days ago 
that he would make Dempsey an offer 
for two bouts this summer, but de- 
clined: at that time to mention the 
pair that he wanted to put on the 
catching end, 

If Firpo beats Bill Brennan in their 
March bout, Firpo will be matched 
against Dempsey, according to Rick- 
ard, 
“Both have agreed to terms, and I 
think they'll make a good match,” 
Rickard said. 

“No matter what the papers gay, I 
still think that Willard is a formidable 
fighter. I'H bet money that there isn't 
a contender in the class that can beat 
him. He’s the most dangerous hitter 
in the ring,” Rickard said. 

Concerning his summer activities, 
Rickard also made anothter interest- 
ing announcement. 

He is not going to stage weekly 
shows this summer. He will confine 
his attention to four big bouts, Demp- 
sey will work in two of them and 
Bennie Leonard will be on one end of 
the other pair. Leonard will be 
matched with Charlie White and Lew 
Tendler, Rickard said, and Dempsey 
will be matched with Willard and 
Firpo, the dope says. 

Rickard will admit only that Demp- 
sey will work in only two engagements. 
According to Tex, Jack has agreed to 
work on a percentage. 

“After his experience against Car- 
pentier, he doesn’t want a guarantee,” 
Rickard said. 

“He demanded a guarantee of $300,- 
000, and I gave it to him. When they 
figured up the receipts and their purse 
they found they got less than 18 per 
cent. I wouldn't guarantee them 
$300,000 for another bout, but I am 
willing to go, say, around 83 per tent, 
and they'll make plenty.” 

Rickard eaid he had not decided on 
the site.

in trouble, if not the destruction of 
boxing hereabouts. 

If Willard should be slaughtered 
the reaction would be little worse than 
if Dempsey went easy on him and let 
him stay any length of time. 

Yet, because some of the promoters 
think it would create more interest 
than any other match prior to the 
Wills thing, they seem determined to 
force it, either in New York or New 
Jersey. 

The idea that they can get away 
with anything is a result of years of 
doing it—and if Patrick Henry was 
correct, they can repeat with Willard— 
and kill the eport if it miscarries. 

To continue the study of ‘boxing in 
New York: Last night I attended a 
meeting of the National Sport alliance, 
where practically every manager of 
every champion was present—with 
Rickard absent. There were four 
bushels of cauliflower ears and a cord 
of busted noses present. I spoke to 
them—and afterward they vowed it 
was right and that they were banded 
together to save the sport they love: 
for these fellows love the sport—while 
others love ony the money to be bilked 
out of the New York public. 

Jimmy Walker was with me; the 
fellow who brought boxing back in 
New York and he knows. 

Trust Gets Busy. 

The first year after the passage of 
the Walker law saw only the muddle 
that was to be expected—inexperienced 
fellows trying to run clubs, failing, 
getting into all sorts of muddies. 

The nthe trust got Into action. Con- 
trolling Madison Square Garden, the 
largest arena in New York, it domi- 
nated the situation and champions 
flocked to box there. The smal! clubs 
tried to bid for battles, naturally over- 
bid themselves, because of lack of 
seating capacity, and failed or got into 
trouble—but the situation up to the 
election of Nathan Miller as governor, 
was not so bad. 

It was when Rickard offered half a 
million dollars for a battle between 
Dempsey and Carpentier that the real 
trouble began; the era of big money. 


“Swindle of the Century.” 


It was the swindle of the century. 
Almost every boxer, manager, and 50 
per cent of the reporters knew that the 
Frenchman was just a flash, unable to 
cover up, ignorant of the first prin- 
ciples of self-defense, and accustomed 
only to a fast, hard hitting attack 
which gave no thought to self-proteo- 
tion. 

Rickard, representing whomever he 
represented, was looted right and left 
by the Jerseyites, but the public got 
theirs in return—for the total receipts 
from capitalizing the name of a French 
hero against Dempsey were about 
$1,600,000, 

Champions of whatever class, im- 
mediately rearranged their ideas of 
their value and demanded fortunes.

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MILLION PUBLIC. 
LINKS GOLFERS 
IN 1922 SEASON 


The pressing need of more golf 
courses to supply the demands of the 
increasing army of golfers was shown 
by the compilation yesterday of the 
number of golfers who played over 
public links in Chicago during 1922. 
While more than a million tickets were 
issued, starters said three or four 
times as many would have been in de- 
mand if there had been room for 
play. 

The courses were crowded from 
dawn to dusk from earliest spring to 
latest fall, and players were sent out 
in fours so close to each other that 
two or three foursomes.were on each 
hole. The most were accommodated 
at the eighteen hole links In Jackson 
park, where 124,584 players teed off, or 
some 600 a day from March to Decem- 
ber. This required the starting of four 
players every five mirfltes from 6 a. m. 
until 6 p. m. on the average. 

108,828 at Lincoln Park. 

On the nine hole links tn Jackson 
park 118,070 players golfed, while the 
Lincoln park nine hole course fur- 
nished golf to 108,828 and the eighteen 
hole links in Marquette park took care 
of 100,077. The other half million 
were forced to make long trips to for- 
est preserve links and semi-public 
courses. 

The dearth of links in proportion to 
players has started the building of 
nearly a dozen pro rata courses in Chi- 
cago, where the golfer may pay as he 
plays, without the formality of joining 
aclub. These courses cost the golfers 
somewhat more in carfare and fees, 
but do not require much if any more 
time, for he ts able to play on arrival! 
and cover the course in half the time 
he takes on congested public links. 

60,000 at Olympia Fielda. 

Plans are diready under way in Chi- 
cago to build a score more pro rata 
links, and the forest preserve commis- 
sion, with room for fifty additional 
links, is planning a half dozen for the 
near future. 

The largest play on any private links 
in the world was that at the Olympia 
Fields club, Chicago, which, with 
three eighteen hole courses, took care 
of 60,000 golfers in 1922. It is esti- 
mated that the other sixty-five private 
golf clubs in Chicago provided for some 
100,000 golfers last year, these courses 
lying idle most of the day except week- 
ends and holidays.

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Goat Dairy Hobby. 
Turns to Profit 
for Suburbanites 


By Frank Ridgway. 

ILK goats are gradually becom- 
ing the suburbanite’s cow and 
the foster mother of babies in 
this country. For several 

years the Industry has been develop- 
ing rapidly on the Pacific coast and 
more recently here in the middle west. 
Around Chicago and other large cities 
im the central states goats are 
attracting the attention of rich and 
_ poor, men and women alike. 

In recent years a few Chicagoans 
have entered the industry for hobby's 
sake, and ure rendering a real service 
through their operations to improve 
the breeds that will furnish founda- 
tion stock for future herds. But most 
of those who have goat dairies regard 

{it as a profitable business, because a 
goat can be kept in towns and sub- 
urbs where it would be impossible to 
keep a cow, and a good milk goat will 
supply sufficient milk for the average 
y. 
Woman Enters, the Game, 

Goat dairying is one of the special- 
ized branches of agriculture that can 
be run successfully by women. Mrs. 
Helen J. Kuttner, owner and manager 
of the Green Valley Milk Goat farm 
at Lombard, Ill., has demonstrated 
that a woman can care for a good 
sized herd and do all the work con- 
nected with a goat dairy without hard- 
ship. 

On her ten acre farm Mrs. Kuttner 
started her dairy less than two years 
ago with a single registered grade Tog- 
genburg doe that cost $75. Today she 
has a herd of forty; twelve pure bred 
does, two pure bred bucks, and twenty- 
six grades. By crossing the grade does 
with pure bred bucks, the entire herd 
will be graded up to fifty high pro- 
ducing does. 

The grade Toggenburg, the germ of 
‘the Green Valley herd, was taken to 
‘the Kuttner farm soon after the first 
kidding, and she produced three quarts 
of milk a day, increasing her produc- 
tion to four quarts after the second 
kidding. Practically all of the does in 
the herd during the milking season pro- 
duce three or four quarts each a day. 

Money to Be Made. 

“Before I had owned goats many 
months I began to realize that goat 
milk was in such demand, I would 
have no trouble in making a good 
profit,” says the woman manager of 
the goatery. “Among the first I 
bought was a grade Toggenburg doe, 
and I only paid $35 for her. I kept her 
a few days and rented her at $5 a 
month for twelve months. She was 
ready to kid when I bought her, ond 
during the first year I got two nice doe 
kids besides $60 for rent, and I still

owned the old doe left, without having 
to pay for her feed.” 

There is. more money to be made, 
however, in milking the goats than 
there is in renting them, according to 
Mrs. Kuttner. The rent charged var- 
ies with the amount of milk produced. 
For Green Valley Toggenburg does, 
giving from i to 2% quarts of milk a 
day, the charge is $5 a month, and 
where they give 2% quarts or more 
the rent is $10 a month. The persons 
renting pay for the feed and also the 
full estimated value for the animal if 
it dies. 

“I always feel quite certain the 
goats I rent will be properly fed and 
housed, because where a baby’s life 
depends on the milk there is enough 
interest in the animal to insure the 
necessary care to keep it in good con- 
dition,” says Mrs. Kuttner. She fre- 
quently loans goats free to families 
where there are igvalids or sick babies. 


They Like Alfalfa. 

On the ten acre farm, seven acres 
are used for alfalfa which makes ex- 
cellent pasture and hay for the goats. 
The other three acres are used for 
poot crops, including mangels and 
carrots. 

Records are kept of the cost of feed- 
ing. At the present price of grain 
and roughage it averages about 15 
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the goats were kept merely to produce 
milk as a substitute for cow’s milk 
they would yield from 42 to 56 cents 
worth of milk a day during the miik- 
ing season—27 to 41 cents above the 
feed bill. But Mrs. Kuttrier sells most 
of the milk at 75 cents a quart, which 
means that these goats average from 
$2.25 to $3 a day or from $2.10 to 
$2.85 a day net profit. 

Goats give milk from eight to te 
months a year. Six to eight goats 
be kept on the same amount of f 
a cow would eat. The butterfat pe 
centage of Toggenburgs ranges fro 
4 to 6 per cent, while 4 per cent butter 
fat is considered a good average for 
cow's milk. 

Need Vegetables, Too. 

Mrs. Kuttner feeds each goat two or 
three pounds of hay—timothy, clover, 
alfalfa, or millet—the first thing in 
the morning. Millet hay and corn 
stover are being used on the farm now. 
To the milking goats a pint of equa! 
parts of corn and oats is given three 
times a day. Kids need this much 
grain, according to the manager, to 
keep them growing. In addition to 
the roughage and gfain, one or two 
pounds of chopped carrots. potatoes, 
or mangels are given every, day. In 
summer, bean and pea vines, sweet 
corn husks, lettuce leaves, cabbage 
leaves, and other vegetables are fed. 
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‘‘Get Together” 
Movement Attacks 
Town and Gountry 


Limit lines of cities and towns 
throughout the middle west are gradu- 


ally disappearing, and rural and urban 
interests are blending; it is difficult 
to tell where the farm stops and the 
city begins. Farmers and business 
men’s combination meetings are fre- 
quent throughout the ceritral west. 
Within the last three or four years 
each group has been studying the 
other, and learning that each is de- 
pendent upon the other. 

Hundreds of these meetings have 
peen held this winter, and many more 
are planned, Representatives of town 
and country recently held a meeting 
at Janesville, Wis., where the agricul- 
tural interests of the rural district 
were linked with the urban interests. 
One hundred and fifty miles of con- 
crete highways in Rock county sur- 
rounding Janesville, improved rural 
telephone service, consolidation of 
rural schools, and junior club work 
have had much to do with the disap- 
pearance of the boundaries that once 
kept city and country apart. Business 
men are out in Rock county, Wis., to 
help farmers who represent $65,000, 000 
worth of business. 

The work being done there is typical 
of development in many other com- 
munitigs, for there are Rock counties 
and Janesvilles in all parts of the mid- 
dle west. 

Junior club work is being fostered 
so that business men buy dairy and 
beef cattle, registered hogs and sheep 
to be given out to farm boys and girls. 
Bankers, merchants, and other busi- 

men finance these projects with a 
provision @hat they visit the junior 
club members at regular intervals. 

An ment was reached the 
other day to pool money to help farm- 
ers and breeders in the formation of 
a county show herd to be exhibited at 
state fairs and national shows. Rock 
was the first to send a county exhibit 
to the International Live Stock expo- 
sition at Chicago, winning consistent- 


‘ly in the cattle and sheep classes. 
Instead of individual 


breeders or 
herds, the fair exhibits are to be 
formed on a county-wide basis and 
shown under the county’s banner.

Here 
is an example of his inspired literature: 
“Hog Creek Carruth: The name that 
will live throughout the ages as the 
name of the man who toiled single 
handed for seven long years to 
prove up his belief and attain his 
goal—who traced an ofl structure 
twenty miles across the ranges from 
Strawn to Desdemona—who conceived 
and organized the famous Hog Creek Oil 
company—who drilled the discovery well 
of the great Desdemona field, at one 
time called the richest spot on earth— 
who transformed a desert into a fountain 
of liquid gold—who built a city of 80,000 
souls from a village of 200 people and 
who paid every person who held shares 
of stock in his renowned Hog Creek com- 
pany $10,185 for every $100 invested.” . 

Here is the committee’s report on the 
truth about Carruth as developed by in- 
vestigation : 

”“ He was originally a barber at Desde- 
mona. After obtaining a little money 
from his friends he attempted to érill 
a well, but, reaching a considerable 
depth, gave it up as a failure. Later 
he secured new oil leases and, with the 
assistance of another man, drilled on the 
game tract, but again failed to bring 
in a well. Meantime another group of 
operators procured a lease on the Duke 
farm and drilled the discovery well. The 
relatively unimportant part which he 
played in the discovery is more clearly 
shown by su went events. After the 
well had been discovered the same group 
organized the Hog Creek Ol] company, 
but Carruth was not even made an of- 


‘| feer, although he was appointed as one 


of several trustees. Despite these facts 
he claims to have been at the head of 
the company as early as 1918. 

“The Hog Creek Of] company actually 
paid out $10,135 for every $130 invested. 
This money was merely distributed 
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share on a 100 fo? 1 basis.’ 

While the money was actually given 
to the shareholders of the Hog Creek Oil 
company, they were so small in number 
that the situation is not at all compara-

They must do this or be 
squeezed out. This is the promoter’s 
way of reloading old stockholders with 
an additional $25 worth of stock for 
every $100 they hold in a defunct com- 
pany. , 

“The real fraud in the arrangement 
which Carruth made with the Pilgrim 
Ol company,” the committee’s report 
states, “lies in the fact that he had a

Now the volume of all traffic is tn- 
creasing—pedestrians, motors, street 
cars, taxicabs, etc. The only positive 
relief can be found in more arteries 
and wider roadways. Regulations can- 
not keep pace: ordinances are at best 
}only measures for immediate and part- 
ial relief. Further regulation affects 
adversely the large majority of per- 
sons who are cautious and courteous. 
A vast majority of people are incon- 
venienced in order to safeguard the 
fools and incompetents. Let us have 
fewer laws and ordinances, and effect- 
ive enforcement of those that are real- 
ly essential. 

You cannot depend upon educating 
people who wilfully or carelessly vio- 
late traffic rules and laws. After nearly 
ten years’ experience with our ordin-

The effect of the enforcement of law 
should be to permit common sense in- 
dividuals al) possible freedom, and to 
make it impossible for the remainder 
to operate a motor car. Court records 
should be made so that the judge can 
always know if the violator is making 
his first, second or third call upon 
His Honor, and then he can act in @ 
manner that will make repetition ex- 
pensive. 

More Street Space Needed. 

Lastly, additional street space for 
our constantly increasing traffic must 
be provided. A program of rapid transit

In fact, today the smal! car of about 
ten horse power has vastly increased 
in numbers, though the annual capac 
ity of absorption by Great Britain of 
new cars has not greatly increased in 
the full total. Between: 50,000 and 60,- 
000 new cars were sold during 1922, of 
which some 35.000 cars were made in 
England and Scotland and the balance 
imported from the United States, Italy, 
and France, with a few from Belgium. 

These 25,000 British built cars may 
thus be taken as the sale output of the 
home factories—a trifle compared with 
the production and sales in the United 
States. But it must be remembered 
that out of England’s population of, 
roughly, 44,000,000, only about 2,000,- 
000 persons actually pay income tax, 
so the home market is bound to be 
limited. (Tax is paid in England on 
over £250 per annum income.) 

‘Export Trade Falls Off. 


The motor vehicle export trade in 
1922 was the worst known for many 


years, though towards the last quar- 
ter of the year it began to improve 
and is still gaining some lost ground. 
This latter improvement is due to the 
large fall in British car prices, amount- 
ing to 30 to 36 per cent. Consequen 
there is every hope for a better out- 
look this year. 

Unfortunately, England-is thn bur 
dened with a large war stock of trucks. ) 
These, in a@ reconditioned state, have 
practically filled the demands for com- 
mercial motor wagons of two to five 
tons carrying capacity. Consequently 
the actua] output of new trucks over 
3,000 pounds has been small, restricted 
to hackney passenger carrying ve- 
hicles, such as char-a-bancs, motor fire 
engines, and municipal motor wagons, 
road sweepers, gulley cleaners, and the 
like. 

And large numbers of these trucks— 
derelicts of the war—in various de- 
grees of use@ble condition, still are 
parked all over England and offered 
for sale at very low prices. The sec- 
ond hand market is so glutted with 
them that sellers of new trucks have a 
hard task to find customers, and.until 
these war trucks are either broken up 
or absorbed by the commercial com-

(Manager, Illinois Automobile club.) 

It was not difficult twenty years ago | 
to govern the operation of motor ve- | 
hicles to the satisfaction of both the” 
owners of power driven vehicles and | 
the pedestrians, but today, with some | 
over 10,000,000 automobiles in opera: | 
tion in the United States, the problem 
has become intricate. I am frank to’ 
gay that our legislative bodies have 
failed to keep pace by passing legis- 
lation governing speed and operation 
of motor vehicles on the public high- 
way. 

At every session of all state legisla- 
tive bodies some representatives have | 
pet traffic laws to introduce. They 
present apparently good reasons why 
their laws should be passed. There 
are today on the statute books of 
every state in the union a great many 
traffic laws that are not enforced. In 
fact, it is impossible to enforce them, 
owing to the rapid changing of condi- 
tions pertaining to transportation and 
increased congestion. 

Club Urges Revision of Laws. 

This applies also to city ordinances 


They have become more or 
leas antiquated, ‘but still can be re- 
vived if the authorities see fit to en- 
force them. The fact that these laws 
still remain on our public records, 
even though they are not enforced, 
makes practically every operator of a 
motor vehicle a violator of either city 
or state laws. 

The Illinois Automobile club recom- 
mends that all laws and ordinances 
pertaining to the operation of motor 
vehicles which are not effective or in 
keeping with present conditions be re 
pealed and new, modern, and intelli- 
gent legislation be passed and prop 


to operate his car within the law and 


Urge Uniform National Laws. 

We further wish to recommend the 
establishing of uniform traffic laws na- 
tionally, so that a motorist touring 
from one state to another will not in- 
nocently violate some ridiculous local 
ordinance, usually a hobby of some 
public official. We believe that if a 
traffic law is good in Chicago it is 
good in New York, Philadelphia, or 
any other city in the world. 

When we are suggesting traffic regu- 
lation let us not overlook the necessity 
of regulating the pedestrian traffic. 
Statistics show the pedestrian is more 
careless than the driver of a motor ve- 
hicle, notwithstanding the fact there 
are many more pedestrians than there 
are drivers of motor vehicles. The 
principal object in changing motor 
laws and enforcing them is to prevent 
accidefts and loss of life. Let us, at 
the same time, enact such legislation 
eas is necessary to govern and control 
the pedestrian and compel him to con- 
form to these laws to the letter. Oth- 
erwise any motor vehicle laws would

Pedestrians on country roads are ad- 
vised to walk on the left side of the 


road, facing oncoming traffic, by Dai 
H. Lewis of the American Automobile 
association. 

“ Courtesy on the part of the automo- 
bile driver demands the use of dimmed 
lights at night,” said Mr. Lewis, “and 
this factor, while it contributes to the 
safety of passing motorists, makes it 
dificult for the automobile driver to 
see a pedestrian walking along the 
edge of the road in the same direction 
the car is traveling. This difficulty is 
increased if the pedestrian wears dark 
clothing. The result is that the driver 
is practically on top of the pedestrian 
before the latter becomes visible. 

“Walking on the left hand side of 
the road is just as good for the pedes- 
trian and enables him to see the ap- 
proaching automobile in time to step 
aside if the motorist does not see him 
in time to swerve.”

Many Plans but No Action. 


All the interests of the city affected 
adversely by congested motor trans- 
portation and the agencies charged 
with handling traffic are trying to hit 
upon a comprehensive scheme to re- 
lieve the situation.

Such a road- 
way would relieve the principal north 
and south arteries, including 6th ave- 
nue, Broadway, 6th avenue, and Park 
avenue. 


In connection with Park avenue it 
has been proposed that the fenced-in 
airways in the middle of the street 
space be done away with, and the en- 
tire surface given over to traffic. How- 
ever, property owners and dwellers 
along this newly fashionable avenue 
bitterly oppose destroying the park 
effect of the street, and this scheme, 
along with all others, remains in a 
stalemate. 


Police Doing Their Best. 


Meantime, the police continue to do 
the best they can. The only recent 
change—a change without more than 
slight improvement—has been in the 
theatrical district of Broadway, and 
applicable only in the night theater 
hours. Parking has been prohibited 
in a large area, and one way traffic is 
the rule on cross streets, helping get 
theatergoers in and out of the bright 
light regions. But with about 20,000 
taxis using the streets and all seem- 
ing to be in the theater district at 
the game time, there is scant relief. 


The 5th avenue light signal sys- 
tems, in use for several years, has 
been put into effect also in the the- 
ater district, but withal the great prob- 
lem seems to be more streets and how 
to get them on thin Manhattan island.

of 2,500,000 tons of finished stee] in 
1922.

The origin of this most vital part of | 
every motor car is so ancient it can: | 
It seems | 
to have been known, however, to the, 
earliest peoples of whom there is any 
record. 1 

One of the most ancient reproduc- 
tions of a wheel oceurs in the sculpture 
of Aztec civilization. A four spoked 
wheel, intertwined with a serpent, ts! 
prominent“among Aztec religious sym- | 
bols. : 

Origin of the Wheel. ) 

The generally accepted theory is that 
the first wheel was probably a thic!: 
log cut fram a tree trunk, most likely 
for use as firewood. : 

Next came the discovery that the 
roller need not bear on the ground its 
full length, the support of the two e2 
tremities being sufficient. Thus two, 
rough wheels, joined by a beam, first 
square and then round, resulted. In 
this construction the wheels and axic 
turned together. the load being car- 
ried on a rude platform, held in place, 


,on the axle by means of thole pins; 


such as are used on boats. 

This type of conveyance was hard to 
turn, so instead of fixing’ the axle in a 
equare hole, it was ultimately rounded 
at the ends and fitted loosely into the 
wheels, permitting the wheels to turn 
independently. Also the ends of the 
axle were made conical, enabling ad- 
justment.for wear. This type of con- 


struction wes long used by Romans 
and is still to be seen in certain seco 
tions of Chile. 

Romans Made Metal Wheels. 


The next step was the breaking of 
the solid wheels into three party—hub, 
spokes and felloe. The first mhecis 
of this jype of which there is record 
were employed by the Egyptians on 
their war chariots, Next the Romans 
fashioned wheels that were beautiful 
as well as excessively strong, for war 
purposes. Many of the Roman wheels 
were made of metal, exquisitely 
adorned in copper, silver, and gold. 

Following the fall of Roman civiliza- 
tion and the destruction of the mag- 
nificent roada, wheeled con- 
veyances fell into disuse for centuries, 
except for agricultural purposes. It 
was not until] the seventeenth century 
that wheeled vehicles were again in 
vested with respectability.

It is uil 
concrete from the Wisconsin line to 
St. Louis, in fact, two routes of con- 
crete connect Chicago and St. Louis, 
one serving the eastern side of the 
‘state and the other the central and 
more western portions. Numerous 
other routes of substantial mileage 
are open.

Because civilization, always geared 
in the same ratio as transportation 
since the anai) pace days of the dino 
saur propelled cart with stone disc 
wheels, has obtained its greatest de 
velopment since the coming of ths

Throughout the year tNe wheels of its 
mighty mills turn ceaslessly. People 
are buying more automobiles than ever 
before. There never will be a satura- 
tion point. The automobile is not a 
fad. It is an economic necessity. 


The Giant of Industries. 


Consider the statistics which prove 
the automobile industry is the largest 
industry in the world. 

The value of the 1922 automobile 
output has been placed at $1,350,000,- 
000. Add the tire business, estimated 
at $675,000,000; the replacement parts 
business, $550,000,000, and the acces- 
sories, amounting to $150,000,000, and 
you have a total of $2,725,000,000. 
What industry can compare in value to 
this? This total is 33 per cent greater 
than the second largest industry, the 
refining of petroleum. And the second 
largest industry owes its prosperity t 


‘ithe automobile, for 65 per cent of all 


the petroleum is absorbed by the auto- 
mobile. 

The total of $2,725,000,000 is 66 per 
cent greater than the value of the iron 
and steel output, once king of all in- 
dustries, and more than twice the 
value of all cotton goods produced in 
the textile mills of the country. 

Rubber, Gas, Cotton, Etc. 

Eighty-one per cent of the 600,000,- 
000 pounds of crude rubber shipped 
into the United States annually is re- 
quired for automobile tires. Approx- 
imately 75,000 bales of Egyptian type, 
long staple cotton will be grown in the 
United States and 400,000 bales will be 
imported from Egypt, of which 38 per 
cent, or 180,000 bales, will alsg be used 
in afitomobile tires. 

Plate glass production this year 
should total about 68,000,000 square 
feet. The automobile will take one- 
third of this. The oil refineries are 
expected to produce 5 400,000,000 gal- 
ions of gasoline, The automobile will 
absorb 4,320,000,000 gallons, or 80 per 
cent, while 40 per cent of the lubricat- 
ing oil refined in this country will go 
to the automobile. 

There are 727,000 wage earners in 
the production, sales, and service work 
whose income is derived directly from 
the automobile industry. Add to this 
935,000 other wage earners who derive 
their income indirectly from the motor 
industry, including the drivers, chauf- 
feur’&, and workers in industries sup 
plying raw materials to manufacturers 
of automobile products. Altogether the 
automobile industry, directly and indi- 
rectly, affects the employment of 
1,662,000 wage earners. 

Pass Railroads as Carriers. 

Thus do cold statistics prove that the 
automobile has sped civilization on at 
its greatest speed, has become the 
monarch of transportation. The au- 
tomobile, basing the number of pas- 
sengers carried {in each machine at 
two, is credited with 114,000.000,000 
passenger miles this year, while the 
railroads for the same time trail with 
only 47,000,000,000 passenger miles.

When we grow unduly elated over 
our progress in paving our highways 
such facts as these should bring us 
to earth—yes, literally to earth—to 
the dirt streets that are typical of most 
of our small] towns and villages and 
also of many of our larger cities.

We read repeatedly of overproduc- 
tion in this, that, or the other sort of 
industry. There are too many coal 
mines, too many iron furnaces and 
milis, too many motor car factories, 
too many textile mills, too many 
farms, too many stores, and so on 
through nearly every sort of produc- 
tive and distributive business. 
It seernms rarely to occur to any one 
that such excess capacity of produc- 
tion exists solely because of failure to 
direct capital and labor into enter- 
prises where there is an excess of la- 
tent demand over the present sup- 
ply. By latent demand we mean po 
tential demand, demand that may not 
exist at the present moment, but that 
ean be easily aroused by proper edu- 
cationa) and publicity efforts. There 
is unquestionably a great latent de 
mand for better streets and roads, for 
most of our highways are not only a 
disgrace to us but a great economic 
burden, because of their disgraceful) 
condition.

Is it not “ up to” the civil engineers 
of America to lead the way in arous- 
ing the latent demand for improved 
highways? Are they not the logical 
propagandists of all economically need 
ed public works? 
We believe that most civil engineer: 
would reply affirmatively, yet continue 
to act negatively. Money is neede¢ 
both for economic investigation and fo: 
educational propaganda. Engineering 
societies have too little income even for 
their needs. How, then, shall they 
form public opinion when it costs 
much money to do so? The answer 
appears to be that engineering socie 
ties must solicit funds for such pur- 
poses from public spirited men of 
wealth.—Road and Street News.

DEPENDABLE CAR 
MUST HAVE THREE 


PRIMARY POINTS 


‘Accuracy in Every Part a 
First Essential. 


BY R. H. COLLINS.

The problem of how to determine 

the extent of dependability in a motor 
car is comparatively simple if the 
buyer puts some time and study into 
those elements which establish the 
thing known as dependability. 

The dependable character of any au- 
tomobile may be accurately judged by 
the degré of ita approximate prefec- 
tion in correctness of design, goodness 
of materials, and accuracy of work- 
manship. 

By correctness of design I refer to 
engineering perfection in the construc- 
tion of the car itself, which combines 
theory and practicability to such an 
extent that the car is rendered posi- 
tively immune from those road mis- 
haps which will in time surely and 
effectually destroy a less well built 
automobile. 


Buyer Should Study Materials. 

From the standpoint of materials, I 
urge every buyer to carefully examine 
the steel, leather, wood, and other raw 
materials of a car. Inferiority in any 
one of these must seriously, affect the 
car’s dependability. 

But, perhaps most important of all 
the qualifications for dependability— 
conceding that design and materials 
are satisfactory—is the accuracy and 
precision entering into the shop prac- 
tice which converts the raw materials 
into the finished product. 

In this respect we feel that splendid 
as Peerless manufacturing . methods 
have always been, our administration 
has been able to make them even more 
admirable. 

The plant provided us with mechani- 
cal equipment as complete and effi- 
cient as could be built. Its shop prac- 
tices and limits of measurements were 
certain to produce cars of fine quality. 

Accuracy an Essential. 

There are a number of our opera- 
tions in which we permit a tolerance 
of no more than five ten-thousandths 
of an inch. Some are even closer. An 
ever increasing number have one- 
thousandth of an inch as their limit 
of variation. Effective accuracy in any 
piece of machinery can be. assured 
only in so far as it is carried but 
through each individual part. Each 
adjustment must depend for perfect 
functioning on the one preceding it. 
-Anything short of completeness in any 
part renders the assembled unit im- 
perfect and inadequate. 

That is why an automobile is not 
dependable, in our understanding of 
the word, when accuracy is slighted or 
precision neglected.

|BANKERS’ VIEWS. 
SHOW STABILITY | 
OF MOTOR TRADE 


Once Chary of Dealers, 
Now Welcome T hem.

An evidence of the increasing rec 
hobs of the automobile as a positive 
neceasity in business and social life, 
rather than a semi-necessity or a lux- 
ury, is the favorable change in the at- 
titude of bankers concerning the indus- 
try, principe"v in connection w'th the 
business of distributors and dealers. 

It is to be expected that the bank- 
ing fraternity represents the meat con- 
servative business element, and for that 
reason it is not surprising that for sev- 
eral years many of the banking men 
looked upon the motor car business 
with doubt as to its stability. 

Had it been strictly a pleasure car 
business it would not have survived. 
But the enterprising salesman soon 
learned he could more than double his 
earning ability by abandoning the 
horse and buggy for a faster means of 
covering his territory. The aggres- 
sive merchant discovered he could re- 
duce his delivery costs in an incalcula- 
ble degree and, at the same time, give 
his customers infinitely better service 
through motor car delivery, instead 
of the horse and wagon. So with the 
professional men—physicians, for ex- 
ample; the city man who longed for a 
suburban home, the sick who needed 
the bracing air, and on and on* into 
every possible line of activity or ele- 
ment of human life. 


Auto Men Leap to Front. 


The bankers could not help but ob- 
serve this. They saw the old and es- 
tablished leaders in the business life of 
their towns and cities give way to the 
more aggressive young merchants who 
utilized automotive equipment to its 
best possible advantages. 

But, most important, the bankers 
suddenly became aware that the lead- 
ing merchant in their community was 
no longer the department store man, 
or the hardware supply dealer, but the 
automobile dealer. Amazing as it was, 
the fact remained that the automobile 
man had in an incredibly short time 
become one of the community’s most 
substantial and most prosperous busi- 
ness men. 

During the slump period of a couple 
of years ago it did seem for a time 
that the automodbile dealer had been 
singled out by some of the bankers for 
almost unfair treatment. However, 
that situation has changed, to a large 
extent.

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ployed because the excess heat devel- 
oped in the engine cylinders is radiated 
through copper fins permanently 
united to the cast iron—a metailurgi- 
ca] achievement hitherto considered 
impossible. 

Like other internal corfibustion en- 
gines, this motor is really air cooled— 
the copper fins merely serving as a 
means to carry engine heat direct to 
the cooling air without the use of 
water as a vehicle. In effect, what the 
company has done is to remove the 
radiator from its normal position in 
the front of the hood, and wrap it 
around’ the cylinder walls. 


Description of Process. 


Each cylinder biock is cast sepa- 
rately. The copper fins for each cylin- 
der are made from one sheet of thin 
copper, crimped by special machinery 
so that when wrapped around the 
cylinder block the flattened bases of 
the crimps are in continuous contact. 
The final union of the copper and jron 
is accomplished by a brazing process 
in electric furnaces. The resulting 
union is so perfect that the two metals 
cannot be again separated by mechan- 
ical means. 

The fins are vertical and permit the 
passage of air around and between 
them. Because of the thinness of the 
copper, a large radiating surface is 
obtaiged. This enlarged area plus the 
known high rate of heat conductivity 
of copper explains how rapid and safe 
cooling is made possible without the 
use of water. 


Fan Discharges Heated Air. 


To insure the passage of a large 
volume of air around and between 
the fins, the entire motor is enclosed 
in a stamped metal draft tube open 
at the bottom of the cylin@ers and 
leading at the top to a powerful ex- 
haust fan, driven by belt from the 
crank shaft. -This fan discharges the 
heated air through the louvres of the 
hood. 

In place of the usual radiator, fixed 
louvres are employed in the front of 
the hood, open enough to permit the 
entrance of plenty of air.

Quantity production has greatly in- 
creased the number of employed per- 
sons, thus adding to the wages and 
buying power of the people and pro- 
moting national prosperity and happi 
ness. 


Millions in Auto Industry. 


The size and scope of financial re- 
sources, plant facilities, and organiza- 
tion necessary to engage in quantity 
production depend upon tho character 
of the articie to be produced. As auto- 
mobiles are the most costly articles 
produced by industry for common use, 
vast resources are required for their 
manufacture in large quantities. 

It is a business involving scores of 
millions of dollars, great plant facill- 
ties, large and efficient organizations. 
Plant facilities, including adequate 
sanitary buildings, scientifically 
equipped, cost from $25,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 in individual cases. Raw 
materials and operating supplies are 
purchased in great quantities. Labor 
operations are standardized, and work 
men are specialists. The ablest engi- 
neers, metallurgists, chemists, produé 
tion experts, inspectors, and executives 
constitute the man power back of the 
machine, the organization, and the 
product. °* 

“Overhead” Is Big Bugbear. 

Automobiles produced in quantities 
by such organizations are manufac- 
tured at minimum cost. The plant fa- 
cilities are adequate for the most com- 
plete and economical manufacture. 
The raw materials are bought at the 
lowest possible prices. The labor is 
specialized and efficient. The overhead 
expenses per car are reduced to the 
minimum. 

The “ devouring monster ” in produc- 
tion costs ef motor cars is overhead 


expenses, direct and indirect, Direct 


maintaining the departments of the or- 
ganization, such as the administra- 
tive, engineering, specifications, pur- 
chase, stores, superintendents, inspec- 
tion, accounting, and shipping depart- 
ments, as well as insurance and taxes. 
These direct overheads may easily 
amount to $3,000,000 per year in a big 
plant. If the production is 20,000 cars, 
$150. is absorbed by this overhead in 
the cost of each car produced, whereas 
only $20 per car is absorbed if the pro- 
duction is 150,000 cars. 
Quantity Production Is Solution. 
These direct overhead expenses of 
the manufacturing department are du- 
plicated in the administrative, sales, 
and advertising departments after the 
product is shipped from the plants. In 
addition to this the indirect overheads, 
covering expenses which vary with 
volume of production, both of a manu- 
facturing and commercial nature, must 
be included in the final price of the 
product. It is in overhead expenses, 
therefore, that the greatest savings in 
cost are made by quantity production. 
There are approximately 100 plants 
producing automobiles in this country. 
They vary in efficiency from sero to 
100 per cent. The costs of these plants 
vary according to their plant equip- 
ment, ability, and output, but as each 
must make a profit its prices are based 
upon its costs, and not upon the in- 
trinsic value of its product. 
These are the reasons why such wide 
differences exist between prices of mo- 
tor cars, and why the public some- 
times groups cars according to prices 
into a “price class,” as indicative of 
value. A cynic criticising a Stude- 
baker dealer exclaimed: “He is not 
satisfied to stay in his own class. He 
is trying to compeéte with high priced 
cars!” 
Examination into the stibject of 
quality discloses little that justifies the

The 
gem batter is more like that for pop 
overs, and the muffin batter like that 
for cake. It is anyway a thicker 
batter and most people bake it much 
too thick. Thin batter breads, like 
spoon breads, gems, and popovers, ar 
the most palatable baked things w 
make of flour and meals. 
Graham Gems. 

General formula: One measure of 
flour to one of liquid, with a ieaven 
and seasonings. Specifically an excel- 
lent graham gem, if correctly baked, 
is the following: One cup graham 
flour, sifted with one cup of white, 
one cup of water, one cup of milk, 
two eggs, two tablespoons of sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt. Or this may 
be divided in half. Sift flours and if 
the graham should chance to be full 
of bran it may be best to use two or 
three tablespoons over a cup of it. 

In using two eggs it is best to sepa- 
rate them and add the stiffly beaten 
whites at the last. Beat the yolks with 
the cold water, add milk and add whole 
to dry ingredients, beating the batter 
until smooth, then fold in whites. Have 
thick gem pans quite hot and buttered, 
and bake gems one-half hour in a four 
hundrec degree oven, or an oven a lit- 
tle hotter than that if they are not 
taking a good brown. 


The Gem Pan. 


Today we can buy little tin pans 
with bottoms no more thaa aa ‘nch 
across, but it would take a great num- 
ber of these, as they are in sixes, to 
make the above 
dozen—but you get a delightful little 
vonee of bread which is mainly crust, 

in them, indeed a “gem.” -When we 
use the largér molds it is best to have 
either cast iron or cast aluminum, and 
be sure to have them heated well and 
buttered. 

Having a heated mold or pan or plate 
is best for all the egg breads made 
without baking powder and, for that 
matter, for muffins 13 well. The breads 
@s soon as baked should be instantly 
removed from pans, and when the bal:- 
ing 1s perfect they will have a inost at- 
tractive crust, thin and crisp. The 
old fashioned iron roll pan is a fine 
utensil for such a batter.

Today they 
are being forced out by settlers, squat- 
ters, speculators, and others. 

The Indians are going to give some 
of their native songs and dances. 
Their songs embody the poetry and 
tragedy of their lives. Their dancing 
is, says some one who has seen it. ex- 
quisite because of the deftness and 
lightness of the dancers. Their foot- 
steps fall as softly as a cat's. Their 
bodies are as graceful, as supple as 
the willow trees that grow along their 
brooks. The only accompaniment is 
an Indian drum, but out of this they 
get the most thrilling effects, now loud 
and martial, now low and vibrating. 
It will be something worth seeing, if 
only because it is the expression of a 
race that is passing into tradition. 
And from tradition to extinction is, 
alas! but a short step.

DINOSAURS BUILT LIKE 
BRIDGES. 


DINOSAUR was constructed on 

much the same plan as a mod- 

ern bascule drawbridge. Many 

of the fundamental parts of « 
lift span can be seen in the skeleton 
of the dragons of the past. A bascule 
bridge has as its first requirement a 
massive, immovable pier as a fulcrum 
for all motion. From it the channel 
span springs across to the farther 
bank, 

The span is counterpoised by a mass- 
ve weight of steel and concrete, so 
that the structure is always in balance 
whether the bridge be open or closed. 
The motive power is usually supplied 
to the span by mans of cogs and 
ratchets applied at the pier. 

Now notice the similarity to a dino- 
saur. The reptile stood on huge three 
toed spreading feet. His powerful hind 
limbs were as big as pillars and were

united with powerful ligaments to fis 
massive pelvis. Here was the shore 
pier. Swunrg below the pelvis was 
the beast’s backbone, the channel span. | 
Counterpoising it was his long, heavy 
tail. 

A dinosaur habitually walked in 4 
more or less prone position, with his 
body suspended from his spine, but he 
could if the occasion required swing 
himself up into @ posture almost vert'- 
cal by means of ligaments anchored 
on his pelvis. ' 

Dinosaurs had several other highiy 
interesting engineering features. The 
neck was a hanging “ U” shaped arch, 
movable by tendons taut across it, like 
a bowstring. This “U”™ was pivoted 
on the end of the backbone spam. The 
shoulder bones, although small, gave 
sufficient anchorage for great lateral 
tendons, thus enabling the creature to 
swing his ugly, grinning head with 
ease and wield his jaws with terrible 


effect.

But if you should put a white man 
in the jungle he would begin straig :t- 
way to conquer it and all his descend- 
ants would be masters of men and 
nature so long as they kept their blood 
pure.

If a naked man with a stone spear 
was the height of civilization, what 
was the lowest iike, you ask! The 
Cromagnon was asking himself the 
same question.

WHERE “ A’S” COME FROM. 


OW does an “A™ come to have 
the shape it has? Legend tells 
us the letter was originally an 
ox’s skull, set horns down, and 

was called Aleph. The present letter 
is merely a conventional picture. 

In the days when copyists made all 
the books, letters were drawn with a 
flat pen that looked something like 
the broad stub pen of today. The point 
was held at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees, so that the left side of the “A” 
received the side stroke of the pen, 
while the right one was made with its

liar shaped cusp at the top of a well 
made “A.” The bottom of the stroke 


needed to be finished. Two edge strokes } 


or serifs were added, and the ink ran 
up to make a citan, rounded appear- 
ance. Thus, by long centuries of ef- 
fort, the letter “A,” and all others in 
the alphabet, have been evolved, so 
that an artist knows precisely what 
sort of letter he should design to be in 
keeping with any period of art.

Move for Better 
City Council

PPEALS for aldermen of cour- 
age. honesty, and ability, irre-

Reports from the collection taken in 
all Catholic churches in the Chicago 
archdiocese before Christmas, known 
as “Peter's Pence,” show that a total 
offering of $115,044.74 was made.

The Rev. C. F. Donovan, one of the 
editors of the New World, the Rev. T. 
V. Shannon being editor in chief, will 
speak today at the Catholic Church of 
the Blessed Sacrament, under the aus- 
pices of the men of the Holy Name so- 
ciety, in the interests of the circula- 
tion of religious literature.

which he will write as a sequel to these 
his newspaper experiences. For him to 
have written a vivid journal of his 
gropings for the meaning of life, to 
have recreated his youth would have 
been a contribution for which the 
world would have thanked him. But 
to write a stupid account of stupid 
things and to do it without art—is in- 
excusable. 

I'd be willing to wager that five out 
of every ten reporters on our local 
papers could do a better job of a news- 
paper journal than Theodore Dreiser 
has done. He never could write. No 
one, not even his most passionate devo 
tees ever said he could. But he has, 
undoubtedly a great art, which is hope- 
lessly absent. from “A Book About 
Myself.” In it he shows no selection 
whatever, and the pojprer of selection 
is the secret of all literary art. 

“A Book About Myself” will inev- 
itably be compared with Harry 
Kemp’s “Tramping on Life.” They 
‘both have the same quality of telling 
on other people. Mr. Kemp disguises 
his loves and his hates a trifle. Mr. 
Dreiser calls al} of his men friends by 
their real names and his “lady 
friends"’ either by their first names 
or by initials. Mr. Dreiser had a sort 
of inherent Galahadism of which he 
seems now to be thoroughly ashamed. 
Mr. Kemp merely accepted his state 


of mind and neither apologized for it|- 


nor praises it. 

The difference between them, though, 
the most ardent difference, is that 
while both of them had comparatively 
introspective lives, while both of them 
lived more in their minds than they did 
in the world, the adventure of living 
was a vivid adventure to Harry 
Kemp. Life was always a drama to 
him in which he played a speaking 
part, not a thinking one. To Theodore 
Dreiser life must ,have been a drama 
in his youth, but he cannot now re- 
member his lines, and he maunders 
through 500 pages trying to remember 
them, and never succeeds. 

When I said, as I started, that “A 
Book About Myself” is a perfect ex- 
ample of the state to which American 
literature had come, I meant that we 
have come to the place where our lack 
of selection has produced stupid vol- 
umes. which are almost waste baskets 
of life. In them are gathered scraps 
of experience, shreds of emotions, all 
of the little pieces of human contacts 
which great artists use to piece to 
gether masterpieces, but which too 
often fall into the hands of those who 
are too lazy to sort them, or blinded 
by the theory that whatever fille the 
basket is in itself worthy of preserva- 
tion.

It seems that before the civil 
war Russia had offered to sell us 
Alaska for $1,400,000. During the first 
days of the war we were too busy to 
do anything about it. But when Eng- 
land began to manifest her friendlli- 
ness toward the southern states and 
rumor came from Europe that England 
and France were planning to recognize 
the confederacy the north looked about 
for a friend, and decided that she 
could trust Russia.

The 
United States bought it from Russia 
for $7,200,000; $1,400,000 was for 
Alaska.

Calls on Mr. Atlas. 


An old book, written in 1668 and 
hidden among the treasures and the 
trash of a bookstall on the left bank 
of the Seine, was responsible for a sort 
of Arabian Nightish journey which C. 
BE. Andrews, an American college pro- 
fessor, took through Morocco and to 
the place where Mr. Atlas holds the 
world upon his shoulders. “ Prospect 
of the Most Famous. Parts of the 
World,” it was called, and it led Mr. 
Andrews. to one of the least famous— 
or at least the least known about. 

“Old Morocco and the Forbidden 
Atlas” he calls his book. It isn’t any-

She Wields a Cruel Pen. 

The natural curiosity which all of 
us feel about Rose Macaulay’s new 
book, “ Mystery at Geneva "—those of 
us, that is, who read “ Potterism” and 
either liked it immensely or thought 
it merely clever and scarcely worth 
the almost fanatic praise it received— 
the reasonable interest which we 
would have in her new novel was 
heightened immensely by G. K. Ches- 
terton’s placing it at the head of the 
list of the best English novels of 1922. 
From the type of some of the other 
books which ‘he ch to honor, how- 
ever, we might have been fortified 
against the disappointment of finding 
it one of the lesser of the works of the 
gods of literature. That is what it 
proves to be, but a jolly lesser. 

Rose Macaulay has a rarely cruel 
pen. She uses satire as if it were the 
honeyed phrase which was the catch- 
word of American literature in the 
Pollyanna days. She knows exactly 
how to stick a pin in the little bubbles 
of the world to make them burst with 
most cheer. 

*“ Mystery at Geneva” is a mystery 
story on a grand scale. It concerns 
some possible future session of the 
league of nations—when Russia has 
again turned monarchist. The mys- 
tery in it is the disappearance of the 
principal delegates to the league. There 
is another surprise in the plot besides 
the solution of their sudden nonexist- 
ences. It’s an amusing plot, and it 
is worked out well. But it isn’t the 
mystery at Geneva that is fascinating. 
It is Rose Macaulay, at Geneva. 

Miss Macaulay in a forenote dis- 
claims any possible satire in her tale. 
“It is simply a straightforward mys- 
tery story devoid of irony, moral, or 
meaning.” In that sentence she proves 
herself an even greater ironist than in 
her book.

She does the most complete case of 
surgical carving of the press in it, for 
instance. She hacks up a paper witha 
phrase. There is hardly a sentence in 
which she doesn’t slyly touch the little 
red heart of her opponent, no matter 
who that opponent may be, or what. 
As a matter of fact, the mystery is 
just a sort of excuse for her brilliant 
and cruel quips about the world in gen- 
eral. You lose sight of the mystery in 
the fun that you have with the things 
she says. 

I can imagine England holding its 
sides over “ Mystery at Geneva.” It 
is full of political quips, of continental 
jabs, of comic international innuen- 
does. It spares no one. It spears 
them all. The feud of the two Irish- 
men, one from the north and the other 
from the south of Ireland, is one of the 
funniest things in the book. That 
alone would make England howl. 

There is an American girl in it, a 
part of the household of a deposed 
cardinal, “a lady whom he inaccurate- 
ly calls his niece.” Miss Macaulay 
makes the mistake that many English 
writers do about the American lan- 
guage. She makes her talk like a 
cheap skit in a vaudeville free with 
the movies. But even that you will 
forgive her, because she has written a 
really funny, brilliant light novel. 
Reading *“* Mystery at Geneva” is the 
easiest thing we have done for months. 
Rose Macaulay must have had a picnic 
writing it.

Turkey has sidled out of the lime 
light lately. The Ruhr valley is now 
absorbing all of the rays of that bril- 
liant but unpleasant sun.

He tells with fervor everything that 
young Turkey has done. He tells of 
the new position of woman in Turkey.

And he prays for some one 
who understood his countrymen as did 
Pierre Loti.

“ The life of reason,” he writes, “ has 
become in my eyes a decidedly episodi- 
cal thing, poly , interrupted, inse- 
cure. I cannot @ any phase of art 
or religion or philosophy seriously sim- 
ply because it takes itself so. These 
things seem less tragic than they did, 
and more comic; and I am less eager 
to choose and to judge among them, 
as if only one form could be right.” 

With the new edition of the “ Life 
of Reason” there is soon to stand a 
volume of poems by Santayana. Do 
you remember that Harry Kemp in 
his “Tramping on Life” says, after 
he quotes Santayana’s sonnet begin- 
ning; “ O world, thou choosest not the 
better part,” “I wish I had written 
that!” in a hushed, awed voice.

“Mr. Dickens Goes to the Play,’ by 
Alexander Woollcott, is an honest and 
a serious contribution to Dickensiana, 
despite the phase of it which seems to 
have aroused to flayings‘the critical 
public. Mr. Woolcott suggests that 
Mr. Dickens was suffering from the 
exhibition complex, that he died an 
unhappy man because he was a writer 
and not an actor.

The Lehigh Valley Motor club is 
financing the erection of permanent 
signs at a cost of $25 each. The work 
of placing them is being done by the 
Pennsylvania state highway depart- 
ment. 

“There is no danger spot in our 
territory which is not posted with a 
sign and no expense is spared in the 
erection and maintenance of our sign 
system,” says Harry E. La Vier, exec. 
utive secretary of the Automobile club 
of Syracuse, N. Y. 

The Reading (Pa.) Automobile club 
recently started installation of reflect- 
ing signals on all signs in its territory, 


first taking care of the worst curves 
and hills. 

“We have found many danger signs 
placed on not particularly dangerous 
curves,” said Frank W. Guilbert, sec- 
retary of the Inland Automobile asso 
ciation at Spokane, Wash., “and on 
account of this drivers have disregard- 
ed warnings not only at these curves 
but also at really dangerous curves. 
We feel that too much marking is just 
as bad as no marking at all, and that 
the danger spot marked should actual- 
ly be a menace. We have therefore 
placed the highest type of reflecting 
signals at the really dangerous spots 
and will carry the plan further this 
year.” 

Chicago a Pioneer in Move. 

The Chicago Motor club during 1921 
spent many thousands of dollars in 
the erection of suitable road signs in 
Cook county and contiguous territory, 
according to Royal N. Allen, manager 
of the accident prevention department. 
More than 3,000 signs were placed at 


way. Some of the signs placed by 
this club cost $100 each. ' 

“Our highways within a radius of 
thirty miles are posted with signs call- 
ing attention to dangerous hills and 
curves,” says P. G. Rimmer, president 
of the Wyoming Valley Motor club of 
northeastern Pennsylvania. “ We have 
some bad hills in Pennsylvania, and 
for the benefit of the tourist we erect 
signs giving preliminary warning of 


an approach toa dangerous hill. With- |

More than 200,000 Chicagoans are 
homeless today, according to a survey 
of housing conditions made by William 
Zblosky, vice president of the Chicago 
Real Estate board, in charge of the 
Own Your Home exposition, to be held 
at the Coliseum March 24 to 3l. These 
200,000 represent approximately 50,000 
families, the minimum number that 
will have to be housed during 1923 
to bring the housing situation % Chi- 
cago back to normal. This construc- 
tion woyld involve a minimum expendi- 
ture of $240,000,000. 

“Chicago and its suburbs offer per- 
haps the greatest potential] market for 
home builders and building materials 
and supplies to be found in the coun- 
try,” said Mr. Zelosky. “ Despite the 


dentia] building, construction of ade- 
quate family living quarters didn't 
keep pace with the normal growth of 
population, and there remains at least 
50,000 families inadequately housed, 
who should be provided with homes 
Every one of these fam- 
ilies is a potential home builder if they 
can be shown a way to build a com- 
fortable home with their means.
